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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an 
Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 16 th 
2007 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed January 16 th 2007 has been entered and 
made of record. 

3. Applicant has amended claim 2 and added new claims 39-42. Claims 31, 
33, and 35-36 were previously cancelled. Claims 1-30, 32, 34 and 37-38 were 
previously allowed. Claims 1-30, 32, 34 and 37-42 are now pending. 

4. Applicant has also amended the Specification and Abstract. Applicant has 
also added new Drawings as Figures 17 and 18. 

5. All of Applicant's amendments in the application pertain in some way to 
the use of a calibration target that may be imaged with the palm print. This feature is 
supported in the original specification and therefore all of the newly presented 
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amendments are also accordingly supported and proper. The newly added claims are 
dependent claims upon already allowed claims and are therefore also allowable. 
Reasons for allowance were given in the previous notice of allowance but will be 
repeated below for Applicant's convenience. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-30, 32, 34, and 37-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to independent claims 1 and 27, none of the previously cited prior art 
references of Maase, Lafreniere, Hakenworth, Maase II or Asano teach or fairly suggest 
a scanning optical system that is a substantially conical prism with top and bottom 
portions that are configured to receive a users hand as is now recited in the claims. The 
previously presented amendments detailing the exact way in which the users hand rests 
on and interacts with the substantially conical prism distinguish the present invention 
from the prior art of record. Therefore independent claims 1 and 27 and all 
corresponding subsequent dependent claims are found to be allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
